welfare, good order and discivline of the Hospital. 
All mess halls are unter the direct charge and 
suvervision of a commissioned officer. In this 
orgenization Lt. Faulkner has been designated by 


“the Post Surgeon as thé mess officer and the daily 


functioning of the hespitel mess is his resyvonsi- 
bilitv. Eo m.st supervise. the procurement of all 
SLYINLES, mutariniS.an® services rendered to the: 
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MeSS-. he also must «ecp an accurate accounting 
system showing a record of funds received and their 
source and funds disbursed and to whom. at the end 
of each month ne must suomit an itemized financial 
statement showing not only the above mentioned e 
items but also the average number of persons mess- 
ing daily and the average daily per capita cost. 
Needless to say, one person could not carry out 
the dctailed duties of the mess hall. for that 
reason, the mess officer surrounds himself with 
competent cnlisted personnel including cooks, bakers, 
butchers, stock clerks and kitchen policc. These 
men are under the immediate charge of a non- 
commissioned officer known as the mess sergeant. 
It is his duty to receive end care for all articles 
of food for the mess hall. 


Each man in the mess hall has a duty to perform | 
and regardless of position the accomplishment of 


said dutics make the depertment a nroducing orgen~ 
ization. The resnonsibilitics of the men are 
numerous but can be bricfly summed up as follows: 
(1) Selection, care, preparation and serving of 

all food supplies. (2) Serving meals promtly . 
at the prescribed hours. (3) Preparing the meal for 
the men on night duty. (4) Keeping a statement show- 
ing the daily financial standing of the hospital 
mess. (5) Cleanliness of kitchen, mess hall and 
storerooms. (6) Orderliness and cleanliness of the 
cooking utensils and linen used in the preparation, 
preserving and serving of food. (7) Any and all 
other details pertaining to the care, handling and 
serving of food stuffs.

Ef their condition was such as to demand further tr- 
eatment they were flown directly to the states where 
such treatment could be administered. From Africa 
to the states and from the many islands in.the Pac- 
ific to hospitals in australia in a matter of hours 
saving time which meant the difference between the 
loss of life or limb. The Air-EZvacuation has set a 
remarkable and an enviable record in the transport— 
ation of the wounded arid to them goes the credit for 
the salvation of so many of our’boys. Today,: this 
unit has greatly expanded and it now touches every 
battlefront the world over. Unermed and unarmored, 
these huge flying hospital planes are fair game for 
enemy fighters at all times. Yet, thanks to the 
skill of the crews the "link between life and death" 
remains unbroken.
